Kirkersville, O. Aug. 29.—The pre- 


liminary hearing of Dr, S. Ray Reel- 
horn charged with giving Minnie Gun- 
der of Kirkersvilie oil of tansy, caus- 
ing her death last December, was re- 
sumed at 9 o'clock this morning after 
the adjournment of Tuesday. 


In the improvised court room of 


'Squire Miller, west of town, 
another 


large assemblage had gathered and 
differing from the crowd on Tuesday 
a goodly number of women were pres*- 
eht, probably through curiosity, as all 


. are acquaintances of the dead girl and 


the accused. 
• 


..... The attorneys for both the state and 
•iiSeferidant decided--that - no adjourn-- 
. iuent would be maae for lunch today. 
Dr. Reelhorn was accompanied by his 
attorneys, and his father still re- 
mains by the side of his-son. The wife 
of Dr. .Reelhorn, who was absent on 
Tuesday, occupied a place behind her 
husband today. 


The first witness called was Zella 


Black and she was sworn and gave her 
residence as Kirkersville and stated 
that she knew both the dead girl and 
the defendant. Miss Black said that 
she saw the two together before the 
girl's death and that they were in the 
doctor's office at 12:30 one night, and 
that when they left they .went in the 
direction of Miss Gunder's home. On 


• cross-examination Miss Black said sht 


did not remember the day but thought"- 


they were at the hotel together. She 
stated that Minnie had come to the 
hotel and from there telephoned Dr. 
Reelhorn asking him to come down1 
there. Edna said she had cautioned 
Minnie that it was not best to do, 
but that Dr. Reelhorn came down and 
went into the parlor and that Minnie 
followed him and that they had re- 
mained there about an hour or hour 
and a half, and that they were the 
only occupants of the 
room. 
Miss 


Harner said that was the only .time 
she had seen them together. Minnie 
Gunder came to the hotel the day be- 
fore her death and paid a social call, 
and that she seemed in the best of, 
spirits and 'that she seemed to have, 
nothing preying on her mind. 


At this- tjme the prosecution exhib- 


ited two postal cards and a discussion 
ensued between, the attorneys, Judge 
Jones claiming the cards were not tes- 
timony, but 'Squire Miller admitted 
them. 


The card was of an ordinary sou- 


venir type, and was dated Columbus, 
Sept. 2, 1906, and was received at thei 
Columbus office at 1:30 p. m. The ad- 
dress, was simply Miss Minnie Gunder, 
Kirkersville, O. The picture depicted 
two men returning probably from the 
club at a late hour, and carried the 
following: 
"When, your heels hit hard, 
And your head feels queer, 
And thoughts foam up like froth on 


beer. 


When your legs are weak, 
And your voice is strong, 
And you laugh like 
at some fool 


song, 


Your drunk, b'gosh, your drunk." 


On the card was written souvenir of 


Sept. 4, 1906, and signed S. R. 


The other card was sent at the same 


time, Columbus, Sept. 2, 1906, 1:30 p. 
m. and a peculiar thing was the fact 
that the card was\ not marked 
at 


Kirkersville until September 2i, 1906. 
This card was of the oid Dutch type 
and a Dutch girl was in the foreground 
with the phrase "The beat in tne field." 
Sept. 18, 1906. 


The writins?- on this card was not 


all of the same kind, and probably 
Miss Gunder wrote it as the September; 
was not the same and 1906 was not the! 
same. 


These cards were shown to Miss 


Harner by Minnie and were in her 
possession at her home. The prosecu- 
tor states this fact, 
and Attorney 


Smythe asks if the initials on the card! 
were not just the same as if the lull! 
name had been written and that the 
defendant should be made to explain. 


Judge Jones then said the -<-ards 


were .not testimony, and denied 
the 


cards were mailed, but 'Squire Miller 
admitted them as evidence.

she said they had to pass the hotel 
and that she noticed the hotel clock 
and the nearly

past twelve 


o'clock. 


On cross-examination the witness ad- 


mitted that two other persons were in 
the crowd, a Nellie Rickley, who was 
on the stand Tuesday, ana Harry Han- 
na. Miss Rickley when on the stand 
failed to make mention of the above 
recited incident. The attorney ciose- 
'ly questioned the girl, but Miss Black 
denied that she had discussed her tes- 
timony with any one. 


Mrs. Maggie Headlee was next sum- 


moned to the stand and said she hac 
been a resident of Kirianoville for 17 
years and knew both Dr. Reelhon, 
and Miss Gunder. Mrs. Headlee stated 
that she had seen Miss Gunder visit 
the doctor's office every day for about 
"five or six weeks and at five o'clock 
each day. And that occasionally slu 
was in the dental chair, and sometime& 
not. She said she never saw her there 
on Sunday but most every week day. 
'Mrs. Headlee said she lived next door 
to the doctor's office which was at firs' 
on the ground floor, but after a fire 
was removed to the second. She said 
Dr. Reelhorn's father was there par! 
of the time. 
Miss Gunder was then 


living with her mother and not work- 
ing out. Minnie was then about 24 
years of age and _when she visited thf 
'dental office generally remained from 
an half hour to an hour at a time.

Trench Government Orders the Dii- 


patch From Algerian Point of Two 
Battalions 
of 
Troops — Million 


Raised For the Newly-Proclaimed 
Sultan—Situation In Morocco. 


Paris, Aug. 29.—Following a nieet- 


ng of the cabinet, it w as officially an- 
nounced that General Drude, in view 
of the situation created by the procla- 
mation of Mulai Hang, the new sultan 
of Morocco, and in order to be pre- 
pared for all eventualities, had to be 
reinforced by two battalions of troops. 
Orders were accordingly sent to Oran, 
41geria, for the dispatch of these re- 
nforcements. General Drude, accord- 
ing to a dispatch, decided to send a. 
portion of his army about five miles 
south of Casablanca to a position near 
Taddert, where he will endeavor to 
draw the Moors into a trap. A large 
body of native cavalry which came 
from the direction of Morocco city is 
nearing Casablanca. It is likely that 
the cavalry will attack in conjunction 
with the troops which made an on- 
slaught on outposts. Quick action by 
the French troops, who fell back to at- 
tract the attention of the main body 
of the defenders, nipped the attack in 
the bud. General Drude mounted ar- 
tillery and shelled the natives back 
into the hills. A renewal of the at- 
tack is expected when the cavalry ar- 
rives. 


Dispatches received here fiom Safi 


and Morocco city declare that the sub- 
scriptions and the offeis of presents 
in support of Mulai Hafig amount to 
not less than ?1,000,000. The Jews of 
Morocco alone have given $200,000. 


The Petite Republique has been in- 


formed by "a member of the govern- 
ment" that Mulai Han's:, who has been 
proclaimed sultan of Morocco, always 
has shown himself a friend of 'france. 
It is believed the statements that he 
is marching on '.Casablanca are to 
prove the fact that he is on his way 
to the holy city of Rabat, to establish 
his dominion there. . This is most im- 
portant to his success, and Casablanca 
happens to be on the road from, Mo- 
rocco city to Rabat., ; 


Melainjn, the fanatical priest, has 


left Safi and is reported to be going 
to Fez, where an attack will be made. 
The Europeans have 'left Fez and are 
now on their way to El Arash, escort- 
ed by troops. 


Advices received from Fez say that 


the Zrahna : tribe recently atlacked 
and defeated a column of the sultan's 
troops sent to collect tribute from the 
tribesmen. Twenty of the sultan's sol- 
diers were killed during the fighting.

Features of an Industry That Is 


to Be .Safeguarded. 


FORTUNES MADE IN A DAY. 


CHAMPION FOR DR. LONG. , 


Vincennes (Ind.) Mussel Digger Found 


• Pearl This Season Worth $1,500. 
Plan of Pearl Dealers to Save Fish- 
eries Threatened With Destruction. 
Pearl dealers of the Maiden Jane dis- 


trict In New York have started a 
movement -to save the western pearl 
fisheries 4'rom the destruction that is 
threatened because there is now no 
r*tr?<*t1on *>n th» 'work of the fi^h^rmen 
who are taking from the rivers tons 
ot_mussels from which only a few 
pearls are obtained. It is also pro- 
posed to crestock some of the rivers, 
eastern and -western, from which the 
mussels have been exterminated. A 
petition -was recently sent to Washing- 
ton asking for an investigation of 
present conditions affecting the mus- 
sels In the western rivers and the fea- 
sibility of establishing hatcheries in 
which the fish may be propagated, as 
In the case of various kinds of food 
fish. 


In view of this movement the fol- 


lowing article on pearl hunting in 
Indiana is of timely interest: 


Scenes along the Wabash river dur- 


ing the last summer rivaled the sen- 
sational days when men journeyed 
teethe west by the hundreds to gain 
great wealth in the gold mines. This 
summer along the Wabash small for- 
tunes have been made in a single 
day, and a number of mussel diggers 
have picked up pearls worth $200 or 
$$00, says the Indianapolis Star. 


-Encouraged by this success, pearl 


hunting has come to be one of the 
most favored industries along the In- 
diana water course. The most success- 
ful find perhaps made so far during 
the season was that of a Vincennes 
factory employee. He started out one 
day to enjoy a two weeks' vacation. 
"When he returned he carried a pearl 
which is worth $1,500 and perhaps ?2,T 
000. 
' During the last four or five years 
Vincennes has been the center of a 
flourishing pearl Industry. The amount 
of pearl money circulating now will 
run about $10,000 a month. When the 
Wabash field first attracted the atten- 
tion of the mussel diggers it was 
thought to be only a poor one. Ex- 
perts making their examination about 
five years ago said that the mussels 
would, be good for the pearl button 
factories only, and for awhile the ac- 
tfelty was but slight. A few months 
had ^passed when experts decided to 
makfe <closer examinations, and 'these 
revealed hidden treasures. The news 
spread rapidly, and mussel men flocked 
there from all parts of the country. 
. =?Vincennes is the center of the Wa- 


bash, district, and while the industry 
has died out in the southern portions it 
is still prospering at Vincennes. Now 
there are perhaps a hundred diggers 
trying their luck in hunting for pearls 
within the immediate vicinity. Some 
twenty-five camps are to be found 
along the banks of the picturesque 
river, while,the number of "cockcuts" 


, will perhaps reach a total of fifty. The 


men are busy, and the scenes are most 
interesting, as each digger is anxious 
to improve every minute lest his 
neighboring hunter may make the finds 
of value. 


While the diggers depend largely on 


their finding of pearls for their "for- 
tune," they also receive neat sums for 
the shells. In the course of a year 
thousands of cars of these shells are 
shipped out of Vincennes. They are 
used in the button industry. While 
diggers receive not a little money for 
these shells, they regard that as only 
secondary business and are of course 
most anxious to make the finds that 
have given so many comfortable for- 
tunes. In the four or five years that 
Vincennes has enjoyed the pearl boom 
many valuable finds have been made, 
and not a few of the most valuable 
pfearls have been placed in foreign 
markets. 


Since the industry first opened at 


Vincennes quite a few laborers have 
realized small fortunes by lucky finds, 
and the one man to make this season's 
biggest is Leon Bouchner. 
He had 


been employed at a glass factory, and 
when the plant closed down some few- 
weeks ago he decided to spend his va- 
cation in digging mussels. Luck seem- 
ed to be with him, and a few days ago 
he made the biggest find of the season 
When he discovered a gem that is worth 
$1,500 at least and possibly §2,000. 


He will not place the beautiful pear] 


on the Vincennes market, but will take 
It out of the city, where he hopes to 
realize the $2,000 if possible. His pearl 
weighs over forty grains and is about 
an inch in circumference. It was found 
just below Vincennes in what is known 
as a three ridge mussel, which he had 
been cooking with a bunch which he 
regarded as valueless. 


White river has also been a good field 


for the pearl industry, and a number 
of good jinds have been reported from 
differentplaces along this water course. 
The pearls in White river are not quite 
so plentiful as they are in the Wabash, 
but those that are there are of greater 
Talue. The pearls in White river are 
almost twice as valuable as those found 
In the Wabash. Mussel shells are mi- 
gratory and are continually on the 
move to find food and the proper kind 
of river bottom in which to thrive. 


Great shoals of them are often de- 


stroyed by some change in the course 
of a river. Portions of the river where 
- there is a great quantity of gravel are 
always sought by the mussels while 
they avoid the mud bottoms. Just be- 
low Hnzleton is a mussel shoal which 
•overs two acres.

of "the yellow journalism of 
the 


woods," and in particular his citation 
of an example of "their deliberate in- 
vention'' of the story of the wood- 
chuck which made a kind of mud 
splint for its broken leg, are taken ex- 
ception to by Mr. Wood, who recently 
wrote out the following statement: 


"President Roosevelt may be an ex- 


tremely able man, but the fact that 
he is president of the United States 
hardly qualifies him for delivering ex 
cathedra pronouncements on questions 
of natural history. Notwithstanding the 
scorn which he pours upon the asser- 
tion, I think there can be little doubt 
that snipe, at any rate, understand 
the art of binding up a broken limb 
by means of a splint Statements to 
that effect have been made by many 
naturalists and sportsmen, and M. 
Fatio's observations on the subject 
were' brought some time back before 
the Physiological society at Geneva. 
It was stated that snipe had often 
been known to secure a broken limb 
by means of a stout ligature. On two 
occasions M. Fatio had seen snipe 
with interwoven feathers strapped on 
the seat of the fracture, of one of the 
legs. 


"A most interesting case was that of 


a snipe, both of whose legs he had 
unfortunately broken by a misdirected 
shot. He only recovered the bird the 
following day, when he found that the 
poor creature had contrived to apply 
dressings and a sort of splint to both 
limbs. In carrying out this operation 
some feathers had become entangled 
around its beak, and, not being able to 
use its claws to get rid of them, the 
bird was almost dead from hunger 
when found. 


"In a case recorded by M. Magnin 


a snipe which was seen to fly away 
with a broken leg was subsequently 
found to have forced the -fragments 
into a parallel 'position, and they were 
secured there by means of a strong 
band of feathers and moss intermin- 
gled. The observers were particularly 
struck by the application of a ligature 
of a kind of flat leaved grass wound 
around the limb in spiral form and 
fixed by means of a gluelike sub- 
stance."

No child, he sr.id, is morally ed- 
ucated, unless his moral senses 
are

all the beauty of cheerfulness in the 
teacher's face. 


Sup*. Humphrey's historical talk on

Jackson," was heard with

by which, in ISO", the vast Louisiana 
territory was added to our dominion. 
From this act grow the agitation in 
whose final throes the Missouri Com- 
promise was born. The third 
great 


usurpation was 
the 
Emancipation 


Proclamation, whose outcome needs 


:o prominence, 
unexpectedly 
and 


rapidly. At the battle of Bull Run, 
'Stonewall" Jacks-m. so named 
on 


that battlefield, was the only general 
on either side who had the right idea 
of what should have been done. With 
ten thousand men such as he might 
have led, the stars and bars 
might 


have floated over Washington. 


The campaign 
upon which, rests 


Stonewall Jackson'-; fame is known as 
the "Valley Campaign" of 
Virginia. 


Planned and executed in 1862, only one 
campaign of the Civil war—Bragg's, 
in the rear of Vicksburg—ranks su- 
perior in strategic power. Getting on 
the battlefield field in the right posi- 
tion is half the victory. 


Consider as objective points on the 


map of campaign, Harper's Ferry, the 
Potomas, 
the 
Shenandoah, 
Cedar 


Creek, and the Blue Ridge Mountains, 
McClellan was objecting rigorously to 
being hampered by the war 
depart- 


ment at Washington. 


General Jackson, with eigflt thous- 


and men, had gathered his forces in 
the Shenandoah Valley. Down to the 
southeast 
was 
Richmond 
toward 


which the Federal forces were strug- 
gling, Jackson ordered to keep them 
back. 
The armies surged from Gor- 


donville back to Staunton. 
In the 


next three months, every foot of the 
beautiful valley was covered with a 
six hundred miles of the most won- 
derful march ever made by any army. 
He had thrown Washington into dire 
consternation; had engaged the atten- 
tion of Uiree times as many troops as

The office of superintendent of the 


.public schools, be began, is peculiar 
to the development of the schools in 
this country, unknown in any other. 
The first relation between this official 
and his teacher should be one of loy- 
alty, first, in what may have been de- 
cided upon as the 
course of study. 


Any modification should be made by- 
superintendent, or board, or superin- 
tendent ,and teacher acting together: 


Second, there should be loyalty in 


the method of teaching. The superin- 
tendent may allow some laxity, but 
that is at his option: he has a right 
to insist that the courses be uniform 
in methods that he has mapped out, 
and for which he assumes the respon- 
sibility. 


Third, there should be loyalty 
in 


methods of discipline. 
The superin- 


tendent reserves the right to stipulate 
those methods of punishment of which 
he may approve, and to debar others 
which he condemns. 
Mr. Powell sug- 


guested certain forms of punishment 
debarred from his own schools, such 
as striking over the head, boxing he 
ears, standing in draughtv halls in 
cold weather, 
sending 
home when 


tardy. 
The censure for such unwise 


punishments comes batk not so much 
to the unwise teacher as to the super- 
intendent. 
« 


The second general point to be con- 


sidered is that of sympathetic, pro- 
gressive work in the 
teachers own 


sphere—to put it plainly, giving atten- 
tion to one's own business. 
An offi- 


cious teacher has no 
piace in 
the 


school. The attitude of the teacher 
towards all should 
be 
friendliness, 


whatever the circumstances. 
Be as 


loyal to your superintendent as you 
expecr him to be to you. 


Third, let your attitude be that of 


an earnest co-worker in 
making of 


plans for the 
development 
of 
the 


school. The teachers meetings are the 
places in which these plans are best 
carried out. and in which the difficul- 
ties of the situation may best be can- 
vassed and remedied. 
After plans 


have been made, every teacher should 
make it her business to 
carry out 


tho^e plans. 


Fourth, your relation is that of a 


person with an important trust. First, 
to the parent; the teacher by law is 
in loco parentis. 
As a teacher, you 


are to preserve the 
healui, morals 


and all of your children. Your second 
trust is to the state, which has put 
you in command of this costly ma- 
chinery of our 
educational system. 


The third trust is to your superin-

your loyalty. 


The fifth relation is that of } one 


whose continuance in business is to 
depend upon their success. A prompt 
and cheerfal acquaintance should be 
given to the rules and regulations of 
;hose in authority. 


The superintendent, on his hand, 


has the relation of the Nominating 
Power, used for the best ^interest of 
the school. This nomination for the 
first time is very carefully done. The 
committee on teachers is almost in- 
variably conferred with. It is not al- 
ways best for the superintendent to 
assert himself too much. 


Secondly, the superintendent stands 


as a responsible diiector of the worte 
to be done. 
Any failure reflects not 


nearly so much upon the teacher as 
upon superintendent. 


Thirdly, he must be the support of 


his teachers in discipline; always and 
whole-heartedly. 
If he does not, the 


teacher is going to fail, and he to be 
responsible for her failures. 


Fourthly, the friendly adviser and 


counsellor 
of teachers. Never take 


advantage of a teacher's coming 
to 


consult with you to regard that teach- 
er as weak, and therefore a failure. 


Fifth, the superintendent must 
be 


supervisor of the schools; critic, if 
you would so put it, and ae is aided 
by those who are ready to willingly 
receive kindly criticism. 


Sixth, he ust inspire a desire for 


the best among teachers, just as they 
must be the source of inspiration 
to 


their pupils.
